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C foreword 


N considering the matter of a foreword for the catalogue of 
Lucius Hubbard’s collection of Americana the question that his 
daughter asks herself is what her father would have wished her 

to say. He would have been the first to deprecate a eulogy of any sort, 
and yet it is impossible for one who had the privilege of fifty-seven 
years’ acquaintance with him not to wish those who are interested in 
his books to know something of the man. Quiet, gentle, unassuming 
as he was, even his family had small notion of his achievements. 
Patiently, perseveringly, persistently he pursued his various purposes, 
whether it was the study of Indian place-names in Maine, the identifi- 
cation of volcanic rock in Germany, the determination of the most 
minute variations in shells on the Gulf of Mexico, or the discovery of 
consistently worn type that enabled him to throw new light on the 
early editions of “Robinson Crusoe” and “Gulliver’s Travels”. Eager 
for knowledge, he first collected books extensively to satisfy that 
eagerness; then the scientist asserted itself and he brought a scientific- 
ally trained mind to bear on bibliographical subjects and published 
exhaustive treatises on his findings. A seeker after truth, it mattered 
little to him that his books had a limited circulation. 

The administration of my father’s estate has been a very great 
privilege. It has revealed to me not only the tangible products of a 


hobby such as book-collecting, but the by-products, as it were: the 
warm, enduring friendships that a common enthusiasm can foster, 


even though letters might be the only means of communication. 

To each of his three daughters my father left the nucleus of a book 
collection. How eloquently that fact expressed his hope that his gift 
might encourage them to cultivate a hobby that might enrich their lives 


as his had been enriched! 


What better message can this foreword carry than the wish that 
some of the books here catalogued may bring a new interest into the 
life of a new collector and that others may increase the deep satisfac- 


tion of those already veterans in this fascinating game?

In the copies described 
by both Church and Harrisse the line reads “Hemisphaerii, qua ad nos 
tandem”. Priority of issue is not determined. 

Magellan sailed on August 10, 1519, and issued from the strait which bears 
his name on October 18, 1520, entering the ocean which he named izaciicws 
Proceeding westward, he reached the Philippines, where he engaged in a war 
with the natives which cost him his life. The expedition continued under the 
command of Juan Sebastian Del Cano, and finally landed at Seville on 
September 6, 1522. 

When Del Cano went to report to the Emperor his report was written by a 
young man at court, Maximilianus Transylvanus, who sent it to his father, 
the Archbishop of Salzburg. This earliest narrative of the voyage was printed 
in Cologne in January, 1523, and the present edition in Rome in February, 1524.
